About  fifty  years  moved  along.  Fong  was  a  teen-ager 
who  had  learned  about  all  they  could  teach  him  in  the 
Hoy  Shun  and  Hong  Kong  schools.  He  wanted  to  travel 
— like  grandpa  Fong.  So  about  the  time  of  the  Boxer 
uprising — he  went  to  Japan.  His  letters  home — pre¬ 
dicted  eventual  conflict  with  the  Japanese.  This,  remem¬ 
ber,  was  1900. 


fraudulent  sale  of  herbs  through  the  mails.  1940  found 
the  Federal  Trade  Commission  charging  that  herbs  have 
no  curative  powers.  They  alleged  that  Fong  Wan’s  only 
interest  in  herbs — was  a  profit  interest. 

Hundreds  and  hundreds  of  loyal  ‘'followers”  (patients 
who  had  been  given  relief  from  illness)  came  to  Fong’s 
rescue.  They  stormed  the  courtrooms — at  every  trial. 
Demanded  that  they  be  allowed  to  testify  and  pay  trib¬ 
ute  to  Fong  Wan.  Chemists  analyzed  the  herbs  and 
found  startling  similarities  in  their  relationship  to  many 
modem  medicines  used  for  similar  ailments.  Today  his 
practice  is  recognized  as  helpful  and  above  criticism. 
Much  ground  has  been  gained  by  his  efforts. 

Back  in  the  twenties  Fong  used  to  wonder  what  might 
become  of  his  relatives  and  associates — if  for  some 
reason  his  Herbalist  practice  should  be  outlawed.  In 
his  mind,  he  felt  assured  of  winning-out  but  with  so 

_  ■  v  much  pressure  againBt  him  he  knew  there  was 

no  guarantee  of  continued  operation.

Age  17 — Fong  Wan  arrived  in  San  Francisco  all  done 
up  in  native  attire.  He  went  to  a  barbershop  and  traded 
the  cue  for  a  haircut.  A  new  suit — a  gay  90’s  special 
was  next.  His  fellow  countrymen,  including  Dad  (who 
came  along  to  see  his  son  kept  out  of  mischief)  seemed 
horrified  at  Fong's  Occidental  instincts.  At  Berkeley 
grammar  schools — he  learned  rapidly.  In  his  junior  year 
of  high  school — Fong  fell  and  broke  his  teeth;  hurt  his 
jaw  and  in  general — raised  ned  with  hiB  speaking  equip¬ 
ment.

./ if  /  Chinese  restaurant  outside  the  streets  of  China- 
f  town.  Later  he  opened  the  Nanking  Cafe.  At 

ijHk  \  first  these  ventures  were  successful  to  the  point 
^  where  80  competitors  sprung  up  in  the  Bay 
Area.  In  1935,  Fong  turned  the  management  of  his  cafe 
over  to  partners.  The  crowded  field  spread  the  Chinese 
food  business  very  thin.  The  losses  from  here  on  ran 
heavy.  By  this  time,  Fong  had  added  many  more  de¬ 
pendents  to  his  payroll.  He  stepped  in  personally  and 
opened  the  New  Shanghai  Terrace  Bowl  (seated  1,000). 
Came  the  war,  20%  Cabaret  Tax,  gas  shortage,  blackout 
and  curfew  restrictions.  Fong  Wan  found  it  necessary 
to  give  up  this  enterprise  and  leased-out  the  "Bowl.”  He 
took  his  liquor  stock  next  door  along  with  the  license. 
Called  the  new  place — Club  Oakland.  Now  is  sold  to  a 
church. 

He  took  over  the  Club  Shanghai  in  Chinatown  a  couple 
of  years  ago.  At  a  time  when  nitery  business  is  off  in 
general — Fong  Wan  is  getting  the  crowds!  Why?  Be¬ 
cause  of  his  imported  attractions  from  the  Orient’s  finest 
International  supper  clubB.  Two  complete  troupes  of 
acrobats,  magicians,  glamour  girls.  These  performers 
rate  with  the  finest  Chinese-showbusiness  has  to  offer 
in  this— or  any  country  of  the  world.
